the attorney general discontinue en- 
forcement of all regulations affecting 
the conduct of male and female Ger- 
man alien enemies, except those re- 
strictions which apply to entry into 
and departure from the country and 
those affecting the power of intern- 
ment. * 


“This means that on Christmas day 
the permit and pass systems in effect 
against these aliens will be abolished 
all over the country, and that all pro- 
hibited areas and restricted zones will 


will no longer be necessary for German 
alien enemies to obtain permits for 
change of residence. 
Internments in Force. 

“The attorney general, however, will 
continue to exercise as heretofore the 
power to intern all dangerous German 
alien enemies. The action of the pres- 
ident does not affect in any way the 
status of men already interned or the 


imposed on alien enemies now on pa- 
role. Any violation of parole will be 
punished as heretofore.” 

The regulations in Chicago have seri- 
ously interfered with the employment 
of many. One business house, employ- 
ing chiefly Germans, who were special- 
ists in meerschaum pipe making, was 
compelled to move its plant.

The evi- 
dence presented at the trial showed 
that the staff of this organization could 
not carry out its intentions fully be- 
cause of a discord in views regarding 
tactics between the left and right par- 
ties.

Besides there are constant strikes, 
generally it is true only of short dura- 
tion, because employers think best to 
settle at whatever cost. These idle 
people throng Berlin's streets and, to- 
gether with Christmas shoppers and 
many returned but as yet undischarged 
soldiers, give the city a crowded ap- 
pearance, cause the prices of foodstuffs 
to rise still higher, increase the rents 
of rooms enormously, and boom the 
hotel business to a degree never before 
known. ; 

In these circumstances all Berlin 
waiters have now decided to strike un- 
less granted wages high enough to 
subsist without tips. They demand 
from 100 to 500 marks monthly. Some 
hotels and large wine restaurarits have 
alrgady granted their demands. 


Waiters Won't Return Tips. 
“Do you really mean you will refuse 
tips after that date?? I asked waiters 
at various restaurants. Very few re- 
mained firm. 

“If the guests leave the coin on the 
fable or under their plate, we shall cer- 
tainly not run after them to return ft, 
nor shall we throw it away, but our 
organization will have a notice posted 
in the restaurant stating the waiters 
in this establishment receive decent 
wages and do not rely on tips,” was 
the usual answer. 

The cause of the waiters further is 
complicated by men returning from the 
front who demand their old positions, 
filled during war by women.

Amendment by Thomas. 

An amendment proposed by Senator 
Thomas of Colorado levying a 100 per 
cent tax upon all campaign contribu- 
tions in excess of $500 was adopted by 
a vote of 34 to 28.

“big business” in politics, according 
to its author. 

By a vote of 33 to 28, the senate 
adopted an amendment by Senator 
Johnson of South Dakota striking out 
the proposed 5 per cent tax on auto- 
mobile trucks, wagons, trailers and 
tractors. The tax on automobiles and 
motorcycles stands. The Johnson 
amendment, it was explained was 
framed in the interest largely of the 
farmers. 

No White House Liquor. . 
Bone dry prohibition for the Dis- 
trict of Columbia was adopted by a 
vote of 42 to 18. Heretofore the courts 
have ruled that the Reed bone dry 
amendment does not apply to the Dis- 
trict, and it has been claimed that the 
consumption of*alcoholic beverages 
has increased in Washington since the 
city was voted “dry” by congress. 

Senator Jones of Washington told 
the senate that no less than four car- 
loads of whisky arrived in Washing- 
ton yesterday. It is expected the house 
will concur in the amendment.

AID TO SANTA

An interesting exhibition of paint- 
{ngs from the collection of the late R. 
Hall McCormick opens this week in 
gallery 48 of the Art institute. Prob- 
ably the most charming eanvas is the 
“Portrait of Jean” by Sir Henry Rae- 
burn, R. A. The diverse talent of this 
painter is ably represented in the three 
other portraits from his brush. There 
is a red faced, heavy jowled, blue eyed 
Flemish burgher in leather jerkin on a 
further wall, and beyond him is the 
likeness of old Dr. Welsh Tennent—a 
remarkable piece of painting. The third 
portrait is that of Lord Hamilton 
dressed in the military splendor of the 
time of the Georges. 


Rather different from his more usyal 
subjects is the landscape by Thomas 
Gainsborough which he calls “Girls 
with Pigs.” <A black haired peasant 
maid of some twelve summers sits on a

Cakes for the Goose. 


Some one has spoken of the nutri 
tive art of browning.” I believe it is 
Ruskin, for he discusses cooking now 
and then. 

Pethaps it is because stuffings or 
dressings of fowls cannot be browned 
that they are so distressingly precari- 
ous a preparation. Originally the 
forcemeats were of veal or other meats, 
cut and mashed until as smooth as 
The most perfect imitation 
of these, as far as that smooth qual- 


mashed potato whieh should have some 
onion chopped fine in it and may be 
extended somewhat with toasted bread 
crumbs. But some cannot mash po- 
tato or rather do not whipsit after 
it is mashed until it has that beau- 
tiful quality. 


— 

We have a notion that the roast, 
whatever it is, loses less of its mois- 
ture.if stuffed, but this can be pre 
vented by bastings of hot fat. Some 
hot fat may even be poured through 
a goose to close the inner surfaces. 
As far as extending the meat is con- 
cerned, this is no better done nor as 
wéll, dietetically, by a stuffing than by 
some cakes. 

Any fowl, wild or of the yard, can 
be most delicately ned by putting 
an onion and some celery in the pouch. 
A half mixed, half bound, coarsely 
seasoned mass that will fill the whole 
cavity injures rather than perfects the 
flavor of the meat.

When the war needs are ended, I have 
offered to pay the Government $1,300,000 for the Hospital, and make a clear gift of it to the City 
of Chicago. It is my desire, in this manner, to create a memorial to my son, LIEUTENANT ED- 


WARD HINES, JR., who, as a soldier of the line, died in France, June 4 last. 


The Danger at Fort Sheridan

Soldiers Entitled to Best 1 


The Field Museum location is inaccessible to street cars, being 
located over one-third of a mile from the nearest street car line. The 
building is admirable for the purpose for which it was built, but it 
yould be abortive to turn a picture gallery into a hospital, especially

It was reported yesterday from M- 
waukee that a solution of the Chicago 
postoffice bomb plot had been apparent- 
ly reached, together with solving of 
the authorship of the bomb-throwing a 
year ago last month in Milwaukee, 
when ten persons were killed. 

The name of Dominick Costerello 
was mentioned.

Rosenwald and Schiff 
‘Lead Movement for 
War Sufferers.

Acting under the leadership ef Julius 
Rosenwald and Jacob H. Schiff, Jews 
‘of Chicago made arrangements at the 
Blackstone hotel last night for a mass- 
meeting Jan. 6 in Sina! temple, when 
plans will be made to send money to 


more than 8,000,000 starving men, 
women, and children of the Jewish 
race who are making an unequal! strug- 
gie against conditions in the war zone. 

Chicago’s quota is to be $1,000,000, 
which will go to Jews in Poland, Rus- 
sia, Turkey, Palestine, Galicia, Rou- 
mania, and other countries, where 
mobs and soldiers are reported, in ca- 
bles read last night, to be pillaging 
homes of Jews and murdering thou- 
sands. It is planned to raise a total 
of $15,000,000. 


Rosenwald Toasts Wilson. 


Mr. Rosenwald, who made the first 
speech last night that he has delivered 
since his return to America from the 
front, began his address by proposing 
a toast to the president of the United 
States. ‘ 

“This meeting is to prepare the way 
for the movement to relieve the suffer- 
ing of our co-religionists in other 
lands,” said Mr. Rosenwald. “The last 
fifty times that I addressed men, they 
were all in the uniform, of American 
soldiers, and I want to tell you that 
every one of you would be proud to be 
an American if you could have seen, as 
I heave, the type of men who went over 
to defend our honor. 

“ Never once did I see an American 
soldier under the influence of liquer, 
although it was on sale all around 
them, and there was no rowdyism. I 
only hope America will show these 
men, when they return, that they are 
really welcome. . 


Suffering in War Zone.

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The new governor, William C.
